Views Differ On 
Foothill Zoning 


Whether business should be allowed on Foothill boulevard 
still remained a moot question last night as the Upland city 


council met with the planning commission in an effort to bring 
about a better definition of the city’s policy. 


William Gilliland, retiring 


commerce, spoke in favor of se- © 


lected business on‘ Foothill, stat- 
ing the businessmen downtown 
were in favor of such a_ policy. 
Two letters, one from Edward E. 
Gray, former city attorney, and 
Douglas Black, architect, express- 
ing alarm at any change in the 
present zoning, were read at the 
meeting. 


(The complete letter written by 
Mr. Black appears elsewhere in 
The Upland News today). 

Declaring that while he didn’t 
favor throwing Foothill boule- 
vard wide-open to all business, 
Councilman. Ray Sherwood said 
that he wondered if it was right 
to keep business off the highway 
entirely. 

“Can we afford to sit here as 
a city and watch little cities grow- 
ing up on all sides of us?” Sher- 
wood asked. 

THERE’S ROOM 

Councilman Paul Hottel and 
City Attorney Henry Busch both 
indicated there could reasonably 
be room for desirable business de- 
velopment on Foothill boulevard. 

“If a selected business would 
give us a service that we don’t 
have and would add something to 
the city, I can’t see how it would 
interfere with any business down- 
town,” Hottel declared. 

Taking the view that residential 
properties should be developed on 
Foothill boulevard, Frank Davis, 
chairman of the planning com- 
mission, said that allowing cer- 
tain business would be ‘‘a danger- 
ous thing because there’s a chance 
for too many exceptions’. 

BLOCK BUSINESS 

It was..pointed out by Charles 
Eliot, planning consultant, that 
block business developments would 
be the most desirable but that the 
commission should be against any 
business development on the basis 
of one enterprise at a time be- 
cause “you can’t vet good business 
development” that way. 

Eliot also said that Upland was 
now, taking the lead in a new.type 
of planning by keeping business 
off its two main highways, Foot- 
hill boulevard and Euclid avenue. 
development on 
Foothill would have to be made at 
the expense of business in the 
downtown area,’he added. 

Praising the planning commis- 
sion for its stand, Attorney Gray 
in his letter said that it would be

a “tragic mistake” if Foothill 
boulevard was zoned for business. 

“The planning commission did 
2. good job when it zoned Foot- 
hill boulevard out of business 
areas,” he said. ‘‘Areas zoned for 
business are sufficient for 50,000 
to 75,000 people.” 

Declaring that “a new wrong 
can’t make old ones right”, Black, 
warned against hasty zoning 
changes because they would lead 
to mediocre business development 
and the “opportunity for a fine 
one” would be lost. 


GIVES VIEW : 

The possibility of expanding the 
present business area on to First 
and Third avenues was suggested 
by R. G. Manley, city manager, 
as one alternative to business on 
Foothill boulevard. He _ stated 
that if more business areas were 
needed, that would be two direc- 
tions in which the expansion | 
could go. 

The request of Lynn May to 
btild a service station and gar- 
age on the corner of Fourth ave- 
nue and Foothill boulevard was 
discussed. He was advised to 
make a formal request for a hear- 
ing on the variance. 

A variance for a beauty shop 
on Bighth avenue was_ granted, 
pending the drawing up of an 
agreement by the city attorney so 
that the variance would not be 
transferable in the event the pres- 
ent operator sold out. 

The request of Western Auto to 
rezone 244 North First avenue 
from residential to commercial 
was tabled pending a decision on 
whether business should be allow- 
ed on Foothill boulevard or the 
downtown area be expanded to

Declaring that every progress- 
ive step the Negro race has taken 
has been the result of religion, 
Rev. Hampton Hawes spoke he- 
fore the assembled congreation of 
the Upland Presbyterian church 
last night. The meeting was 
sponsored by the Woman’s as- 
scciation of the church. |
